All of the framing and plating of 


the decks, bulkheads and inner bottom 
and other longitudinal and transverse 
framing are shown in their true re- 
lation to one another and their rela- 
tive importance on structural strength 
and water tightness protrayed. 
The 


skeleton model is so constructed that 
it may be taken apart in order that 
the interior may be more readily vis- 
ible and that every nook and corner 
of the vessel may be revealed to the 
observer. 


Probably the most 
complete ex- 


ample of a skeleton model ever made 
is that of the army transport Sherman. 


It is made up of about 10.000 separ-
